Sale of 31 Thoroughbreds, including the 
stakes winner Pipette from the stable of 
the late W. H. La Boyteaux, at auction at 
Belmont Park May 28 brought a total of 
$109,500, an average of $3,532. 

Pipette, one of the leading 2-year-old 
fillies of last year, by *Piping Rock— 
Highclere, by Jack High, brought the 
highest price, $38,000, going to John Barry 
Ryan, Jr. After George Strate, acting for 
Frank Heller, made the opening bid of 
$10,000, there was only one other con- 
tender. Preston M. Burch, bidding for 
Ryan, jumped Mr. Strate’s bid to $20,000, 
and thereafter continued to raise the bids 
of Mrs. Alfred Roberts, owner of War 
Watch.

THE Bioop-Horse of April 19 we went on at some 

length about handbooks and “the service” which supplies 
them with their principal stock in trade, information about 
races. In the last paragraph we seem to have made a monu- 
mental mistake: 


“There are laws against the operation of the service. 
If they are not good enough, we can make them better.” 

When the ink dried our friends began to warn us that 
we might have overstepped. Was there really any law against 
the service? “The newspapers called up and asked for the 
citation. 

Some of the local law-enforcement officials made the 
same request. ‘They made it with an air of gentle kindli- 
ness—the quiet patience of a man who can afford to be 
patient because he knows dadblamed well that he is right. 
Or perhaps, as in the case of the newspapers, they asked 
hopefully, on the bare chance that ‘THE BLoop-Horsg, pre- 
sumably more conversant with the subject, might actually 
have found a law somewhere. 

We went around mumbling about networks of laws 
and interpretations of laws, and rationalizing that it was a 
little silly to have a legal institution whose only function was 
to make possible the operation of an illegal ‘institution. But 
in the end we got nowhere and finished up by concluding 
that we were quite wrong. There are no laws against the 
operation of the service. Not as far as we can find out with- 
out becoming a lawyer. 

For this revelation of our ignorance we blush not. We 
had lost the same argument orally so many times that losing 
it in print carried no special sting. We had deliberately tried 
it once more, hoping either for support or for solid refuta- 
tion. To date there has been no support whatever for the 
view that operation of the service is illegal. 

Good; that’s settled. Now we can move on to the next 


stage: If the laws are not good enough, we can make them 
better—maybe. 


The situation is clear. The service is legal. It sneaks 
its information out of the race tracks, but no track has ever 
been able to prevent this sneaking, and we see no prospect 
that one ever will. It sells the information to illegal hand- 


fie 


So! There Are No Laws Against the Service 


books, but we see no prospect that law enforcement officers 
will ever be able to cut off completely this source of revenue. 


Here, to say it again, is the amazing sophistry of our 
laws. An organization which obtains information surrep- 
titiously and sells it chiefly to law-breakers is blessed with the 
protection of the law. 


In the not very big city where THE BLoop-HorseE is 
published, handbooks were the same kind of problem as 
in other cities. A recent grand jury did a surprising thing. 
In its report to the circuit judge and to the people it gave 
the addresses of subscribers to “‘the service.” 


Since handbooks are the principal customers of the serv- 
ice, the police were now officially apprised of the location 
of handbooks which they had previously overlooked because, 
as they said, “what’s the use of arresting if you can’t get 
witnesses enough for a conviction?” 


Presumably the grand jury got these addresses from the 
telephone company or from the service itself. How this 
came about, if it did come about in that fashion, we do not 
know. But at any rate, the addresses were furnished, and the 
handbooks in Lexington appear to be (it is difficult to be posi- 
tive on such matters) closed up as tight as they ever were. 


But the service is still operating, selling news to news- 
papers and radio, and waiting for the handbooks to reopen. 
The right of newspapers and radio to use such news is not 
open to challenge—if they can get it. They will probably op- 
pose any move to delay, even by an hour, their use of betting 
information and infringement of freedom, etc. 


Now, suppose we pass laws, city, state, or Federal, re- 
quiring that any racing information service keep its list of cus- 
tomers a matter of public record. This might facilitate police 
control at first. But in a little while radio would take over 
where the service left off. Then we should have handbooks 
multiplied by ten. In some places handbooks would be legal- 
ized. All solutions are unsatisfactory. 


Add it up. Racing and its parasites are paddling straight 
for destruction, and unable either to change course or to 
slow up... It isn’t like Americans to give up when the 
going gets tough. Let’s find a way, somehow, to sensible 
laws which do not compel us to suicide.

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SIDELIGHTS, by Joe H. Palmer 


Blue Border: Athletic but Aesthetic; 
All That’s Purple Isn't Fadeproof 


New YorK 

The Shevlin Stakes was won by Blue 
Border last Wednesday. This had been 
confidently expected by the customers, but 
the colt did his level best to lose it. He 
ran well enough for about seven furlongs, 
and then was apparently frightened by 
the shouting of the crowd as he came to 
the stands. 

He tried lugging away to the rail, where 
the space was currently occupied by Un- 
cle Remus, and two or three times he 
twisted his head to the right to see what 
was responsible for the uproar. He did 
this in most thorough fashion about 50 
yards from the finish and tossed off what 
lead he had. It took all kinds of horse- 
manship by Ted Atkinson to get him 
straight for the run to the finish, and he 
would have been beaten if he had not been 
20 pounds the best. 

Blue Border doesn’t lug in as Equipoise 
used to do, for the Chocolate Soldier bore 
in with what seemed to him the entirely 
praiseworthy object of shutting off the 
horse on the rail. When he was a 2-year- 
old, you may recall he powdered Vander 
Pool; as a mature horse he gave Mr. Khay- 
yam the business in the Metropolitan; and 
in his declining years he hung his old 
rival, Twenty Grand, on the fence at Santa 
Anita. Blue Border, I think, does it from 
fright, trying to get away from the roar on 
his right. 

I do not mean to second-guess John 
Gaver, because he knows far more than I 
about horses in general and Blue Border 
in particular. But I think he has missed 
a psychological point with the colt— 
missed it, I hasten to add, because there 
was no indication before April that he 
had a problem horse to deal with. 


The Ultra Side of the Tracks 


Blue Border was foaled on Idle Hour 
Stock Farm, a lovely, rolling expanse of 
meadowland, trim in its white fences, and 
perfectly appointed everywhere. After he 
had grown, he went to Belmont Park for 
his training, and he started there twice. 
Then he went up to Saratoga, and after 
winning the Hopeful he pulled something 
in a hip and went out of training. 

Colonel Bradley had died in the mean- 
while, and in the split of the Bradley 
horses Blue Border went to Greentree, and 
wintered at Aiken. Aiken, as has been 
reported here, is a singularly attractive 
wintering plant where a horse meets only 
the best stables, and social registerites 
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have to be cleared off the track before the 
gallops. 

The colt came North, then, with a back- 
ground of Idle Hour, Belmont Park, Sara- 
toga, and Aiken. But unfortunately his 
first start was at Jamaica. Now I am not 
of the school which believes horses can 
talk, but there is no denying they can 
communicate with each other in some de- 
gree, and doubtless tales go about the sta- 
bles of horses that didn’t run well and 
wound up in the seventh race at Charles 
Town. Looking back, there seems no 
doubt that when Blue Border saw Ja- 
maica he thought he’d been sold down the 
river. It wasn’t the sort of thing he’d 
been accustomed to. 

Of course he ran badly—he was upset. 
You take Ted Williams and put him in 
Little Rock and he won't hit—he’ll be too 
much perturbed about being snatched out 
of the American League and thrown into 
the bush. The colt had run all right when 
he had confidence, but seeing Jamaica 
shook it. 

After two starts, blinkers were put on 
him, and in the comfort of this temporary 
escape he won his next race. But evi- 
dently Blue Border is the sort that can’t 
turn permanently away from life. He ran 
twice at Belmont Park, which would have 
reassured him, but both times he had 
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blinkers on and couldn’t see the place. So 
he went on brooding about the estate into 
which he thought he had fallen, and he 
ran badly both times. 


The Ohio, That Is 


The blinkers were taken off, but not in 
time, and when Blue Border got the use 
of his eyes again, what did he see? Aque- 
duct! 

“The Ohio circuit, by God!” he must 


have thought. “It’s worse than I'd 
guessed.” He did, nevertheless, win the 


race, but he had nothing to beat and he 
won despite behavior that would have lost 
for him in company of his own class. 

So my guess is that Blue Border is run- 
ning badly because he thinks he’s failed 
to stay on the big apple. He ought to 
have his confidence restored by being 
started a time or two at Saratoga or Bel- 
mont, and then be run in blinkers at Ja- 
maica and Aqueduct. Maybe his ears 
should be plugged, too. 


Overlay of the Tudor Minstrel 


These lines are confessedly written in 
delighted malice. But reports of the run- 
ning of the English Derby were received 
here like a dove bearing a tomahawk in 
his mouth. There is certainly the will to 
use it. 

The French successes in England last 
season were notorious. And now the 
horse of the decade has been run back to 
fourth by another of those French invad- 
ers, Pearl Diver. There isn’t much use 
building up instances much longer. France 
is breeding better horses than England. 


For some years this onlooker has been 
mildly irritated by the cool and quite un- 
supported assertion that England has the 
“best bloodstock in the world.” The pedi- 
grees seem still to be beautifully empur- 
pled, partly by the practice of running, 
as stakes, races which would in America 
be Class C events for non-winners since 
April 6, but also by very real accomplish- 
ments of horses some while back. But 
now there doesn’t seem to be enough horse 
attached to these pedigrees. 


Whether this is actually the result of 
the commercially-inspired refusal to make 
use of any blood which had not been arbi- 
trarily declared “pure” I do not know, of 
course. The possibility exists, since ex- 
perience in this country has been that out- 
crosses are necessary and salubrious, but 
it is beyond proof. I do not care very 
much about proof, anyway—the fact is 
enough for me. 


It is now to be hoped that American 
breeders will free themselves from the 
spell that has been woven around them 
by, | must admit, a very high order of 
salesmanship conducted by persons you 
do not think of, at first, as tradesmen, and 
import their outcrosses from the countries 
that deliver the goods.

It Takes a Lot of Yarns 
To Make a Derby Winner 


One of the great mares of French racing 
was Pearl Cap, dam of last week’s Eng- 
lish Derby winner Pearl Diver, a promin- 
ent character in the 1947 re-enactment of 
the Battle of Hastings. She was bred bv 
the English-born Edward Esmond and by 
him presented to his daughter Diana, in 
whose colors she set up such a record that 
at the end of her 3-year-old season the 
Bloodstock Breeders’ Review could say: 

“The daughter of Le Capucin is undoubt- 
edly the best filly seen on the French Turf 
this century, and is the first filly to win 
the Prix de V’Are de Triomphe.” 

The Are de Triomphe, over a mile and 
a half at Longchamp in the Bois de Bou- 
logne, is probably as good a race as the 
world affords for the selection of breeding 
stock. In the 1931 running Pearl Cap came 
up against a field which included Prince 
Rose. Tourbillon, the English Oaks winner 
Brulette, all 3-year-olds. and the 4-year-oid 
Amfortas. She pulled away at the end in 
a “tremendous burst of speed” to win by 
a length and a half over Amfortas, with 
Prince Rose third, Brulette and Tourbil- 
lon unplaced. 

That was her last race. She now retired 


fiom racing with a record of 11 wins, une . 


second, and one third in 13 starts, with 
2,267,314 frances in earnings to her credit. 
(American equivalent: about $89,000.) 


Worth-While Waiting 


To her first mating, with Coronach in 
1933, Pearl Cap produced Cora Pearl, a 
filly which won two moderate races in 
England. But Pearl Cap’s 1934 foal died, 
she was barren in the next two years, her 
1937 foal died, and then she was barren 
four years in succession. For eight years, 
not a foal. 

By now she was in the stud book as the 
property of the young French banker Bar- 
on Geoffrey de Waldner, who had married 
Mile. Esmond. One might have thought 
they would have been discouraged. Mais 
non! In 1941 the mare was bred to Vatellor 
for the first time, and got in foal. Her colt 
of 1942, named Pearl Orient, appears in 
the stud book as having been bred by P. 
Duboseq, and apparently there were some 
other white lies. The Germans would have 
been very much interested in a son of Pearl 
Cap. 

Pearl Cap was barren again in 1943 but 
in 1944 produced her third foal—last 
week’s Derby winner. The old Duboseq gag 
was used again with success, though the 
colt remained at home. 


Saturday, June 14, 1947 


For a long time there was no special 
indication that the deception had been 
worth the trouble. Pearl Diver had come up 
with no pearls until his third start of this 
year in France, when he was given vic- 
tory in a stakes event by reason of the 
disqualification of the first horse. He went 
to Epsom Downs with more promise in 
his breeding than in his performance, and 
Baron de Waldner confessed after the race 
that he wagered only £50 each way on the 
colt. (The £50 to win, however, won as 
much as a starting-price wager of £3,500 
on Tudor Minstrel would have gained.) 


From a $25 Mare 


For this family to produce a good win- 
ner and a good story is nothing new. A 
man in search of a story can write him- 
self anything from a paragraph to a book.

If you go back far enough along the 
bottom line you come to Agnes, and this 
branch of the No. 16 Bruce Lowe fam- 
ily has more distinguished runners and 
sires than a convention of drum majors can 
shake a stick at—*Sir Gallahad 3rd and 
*Bull Dog, for instance. 

But there are Agneses and Agneses, and 
in January, 1917, Seashell, the grandam of 
Pearl Cap, carrying a full sister to Pearl 
Maiden, was sold to E. C. Ashby at New- 
market for five guineas. 

Mr. Ashby, one story seems to say, kept 
an inn at Long Melford, and one day who 
should stop by for some cakes and ale or 
something but Harvey (Jack) Leader, the 
noted Newmarket trainer. Mr. Leader had 
been hunting in the Fitzwilliam country. 
He and the innkeeper chatted of racing 
and things, and after a while it developed 
that Mr. Ashby owned a mare named Sea- 
shell he would like to sell at a reasonable 
price, and would Mr. Leader be interested 
in having a look at her? 


He would, and so they went down to the 
stable, which was, the story goes, a picture 
of squalor, and the old mare was penned 
up there with a foal, a yearling, and a 2- 
year-old, none of which had been weaned. 

Neither do I, but anyway the story goes 
on that Leader bought the lot, destroyed 
the foal, named the 2-year-old Pearl Maid- 
en. It says further that Pearl Maiden had 
a club foot and that Leader tried to train 
her, but got nothing for his pains. She 
simply refused to work, and when pressed 
with the usual arguments simply tossed 
her head and said positively no. 

Her daughter Pearl Cap is said to have 
had a similarly contemptuous attitude to- 
ward the interference of homo sapiens with 
her inalienable rights to do as she pleased. 

What part, if any, of this strange yarn 
is true I shall have to leave to my friends 
of the British press and Turf. But, accept- 
ing the account of the late Dr. J. B. Robert- 
son (Mankato), who made it a practice to 
look things up in the books before he 
wrote about them, Seashell was bred by 
the Duke of Westminister and sent to 
Kingsclere to be trained by W. Waugh. A 
modest winner, she was culled out of the 
stable and sold to R. C. Thompson for 860 
guineas. 

After getting several nothings out of 
Seashell Mr. Thompson put her up for sale 
at Newmarket in January, 1917, in foal to 
Phaleron. Mr. Ashby got her for five guin- 
eas and sent her over to the Wisdom Stud 
to be bred again to the same horse, whose 
fee was a conservative 18 guineas. It was 
not, of course, the first time a horse had 
been bred to a mare worth less than a 
third of the stud fee. 

The result of the 1917 mating was Pearl 
Maiden. Harvey Leader, according to Dr. 
Robertson, bought her as a yearling for 
the account of Lady Wilton, but the filly 
never ran. When she produced her first 
foal, as a 4-year-old in 1922, she was 
owned by R. C. Thompson, who in 1924 
sold her to Harvey Leader for 750 guineas. 
The following year Mr. Leader put her up 
for auction and George Lambton, acting 
for Edward Esmond, bought her for 1,000 
guineas. 

In 1925, when Mr. Esmond bought her, 
she had a yearling filly by Tetrameter; 
this filly went to Italy and earned a tem- 
pered fame as a good-class stakes winner. 
Then in France the pearls began to drop. 
Pearl Maiden’s produce there were a rare 
succession of high-class horses, including 
Pearlash (by Bruleur), Pearl Cap, Bipearl 
(by Biribi), and the French Derby win- 
ner Pearlweed (by Hotweed). 

Pearl Opal, Pearl Maiden’s foal of 1931, 
by Bruleur, won two races in France, and 
died after producing one foal, the good 
French and English stakes winner *Hun- 
ter’s Moon 4th, now standing at Ed John- 
stone’s Lexington Stud, in Woodford Coun- 
ty, Kentucky. Mr. Johnstone, no mean 
hand at advertising, will be telling you. 
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FOREIGN 
French Broom 
Sweeps Clean 


Beginning with the Ascot meeting dur- 
ing the third week in June, French in- 
vaders made life miserable for England’s 
best horses of 1946. At Ascot they took 
the Gold Cup with Caracalla (Chanteur 
and Basileus made it one-two-three for 
France), the Royal Hunt Cup with Sayani, 
the Hardwicke Stakes with Priam, the 
Queen Alexandra Stakes with Marsyas. It 
was that way until the season closed. 

England’s 3-year-old champion, Air- 
borne, survived as such until the King 
George VI Stakes in October when the 
French Souverain humbled him. 


This year the major French triumphs 
began with the One Thousand Guineas, 
won by Imprudence. Last week at Epsom 
Downs their performances reached the 
point of cruelty. On the Thursday (June 
5) Imprudence won the Oaks—by five 
lengths. Next day Chanteur won the Cor- 
onation Cup—by five lengths. On the Sat- 
urday a 40-to-1 outsider won the Derby— 
by four lengths. 

This was the knockout. In fourth place 
in the Derby was an unbeaten English 
super-horse, at 4 to 7 one of the shortest- 
priced favorites in the history of England’s 
No. 1 horse race. This time the best Eng- 
lish champion was gone by June. 


Round One, The Oaks 


Madame Pierre Corbiere’s Imprudence, 
a 7-to-4 favorite by reason of her convine- 
ing performance in winning the one-mile 
Guineas, came into the stretch a length 
ahead of her field, stood off a challenge 
by Major L. B. Holiday’s Netherton Maid 
by Nearco and won going away. Third, two 
lengths behind Netherton Maid, was Lord 
Rosebery’s Mermaid, daughter of Blue 
Peter. 

The Australian jockey W. R. Johnstone 
had flown from Paris to ride the winner. 
The time for the mile and a half was a 
slow 2:40, on a track which had taken 
a heavy shower just before the start. Four- 
teen fillies ran. 

Value of the 165th running of the Oaks 
to the winner was about $28,550. 


Round Two, The Coronation Cup 


Chanteur, which finished second to Cara- 
calla in last year’s all-French Gold Cup, 
on May 24 had won the Winston Churchill 
Stakes, a bright newcomer among Eng- 
land’s long roster of great traditional 
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races. Two days later he had won the 
White Rose Stakes. In France he had 
won three other races this year. 

On the morning of June 6, the day 
between the Oaks and Derby, it was an- 
nounced that Chanteur had been purchased 
by the London bookmaker William Hill 
for a reported price of £70,000 (about 
$280,000). 

That afternoon Chanteur won the mile- 
and-a-half Coronation Cup. one of Eng- 
land’s most prized trophies for older 
horses. Chanteur is a 5-year-old horse 
by Chateau Bouscaut (by Kircubbin, by 
Captivation, by Cyllene) ont of La Diva, 
by Blue Skies (by Blandford), second 
dam La Traviata, by Alcantara 2nd. 


Round Three, The Derby 


In the long history (since 1780) of the 
Derby there had rarely been a year when 
its result seemed so well settled in advance. 
As all good racing men know, they have 
to go round the course, but this time it 
appeared in the nature of a formality that 
John A. Dewar’s Tudor Minstrel, unbeaten 
and virtually unchallenged in his previous 
races, would be the winner. 


Preparations were made accordingly. 
Bookmakers, pinched into caution by hav- 
ing to pay off on 12 favorites in the first 
18 races of the four-day program at Epsom 
Downs, hedged as best they could, which 
was not very well, and finally cut the 
favorite’s price to 4 to 7. 

Newspaper men got out the remarkable 
Derby record of Trainer Fred Darling, for 
quick reference. Gordon Richards, often a 
champion but never a Derby winner, 
borrowed from Michael Beary a pair of 
boots in which Steve Donohue had won his 
sixth Derby, on Manna, in 1925. (But the 
boots were too small for him, and further- 
more, Tudor Minstrel drew No. 13 at the 
post. ) 

An Indian went about the bookmakers’ 
ring with a zippered bag stuffed with about 


$20,000 worth of five-pound notes. He 


shopped early and carefully, got 6 to 4 
and 5 to 4 on the favorite, emptied his bag 
in half an hour. 

The horses ran in a moderately close- 
packed group down the far side of the 
great undulating horseshoe which makes 
the Derby course. It had rained steadily 
all morning. breaking off about noon, and 
the pace over the soggy turf was not 
particularly fast. Saravan, Blue Coral, Tite 
Street, Cadir, and Bhisma were among 
the early leaders. 

As they went round the turn of the 
horseshoe the uncountable crowd—possibly 
400,000, the papers said—listened for word 
that Tudor Minstrel was taking over. He 
did, but apparently under sufferance. A 
40-to-1 outsider, Baron Geoffrey de Wald- 
ner’s Pearl Diver, ridden by the veteran 
George Bridgland, led him down the hill 
toward Tattenham Corner. But Bridgland 
was in no great hurry at this point and 
eased his mount before they made the 
turn, allowing the favorite to gain the lead 
briefly. 

There, however, Tudor Minstrel found 
the end of his tether. Like the older prog- 
eny of his brilliant dam, he liked the first 
mile best. Pearl Diver moved out to clear 
lead, and Bridgland only used his hands 
to keep the colt going. 


Pearl Diver, whose identity was 
hidden from the Germans during the 
war, ts the third foal produced by the 
great race mare Pearl Cap in a dozen 
years. For notes on his background, 
see Pedigree Points. 


The Aga Khan’s Migoli came out of the 
pack in the last half-mile to finish second, 
three-quarters of a length ahead of the 
second choice, the Maharajah of Baroda’s 
Sayajirao, record-priced brother to the 
champion Dante. 

Tudor Ministrel was a poor fourth. Rich- 
ards, his old Derby jinx riding him again, 
was not loquacious, but he was _ positive. 
“Tudor Ministrel just did not stay,” he 
reported. The whole world felt a pang of 
disappointment for Richards; a_ great 
rider, he had failed in 22 renewals of the 
Derby. At 43 his time was running out. 

Behind Tudor Minstrel came the French 
colt Cadir, then the Irish Firemaster, son 
of Blue Peter, and after them Merry Quip. 
Parisien, Saravan, Castle Street, Tite 
Street, Richard the Third. Bhisma, Blue 
Coral. (The King’s horse, Blue Train, was 
taken out of the race because of sore 
shins). The time was a slow 2:38 %. 

For George Bridgland, blond veteran 
of many years in the saddle, a Derby win- 
ner was an unexpected strike of fortune. 
He had never ridden a winner of an Eng- 
lish classic. Since keeping his weight down 
has begun to threaten his health, he has 
been considering making an end of his ca- 
reer as a rider. Percy Carter is the trainer. 
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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


Pace Slackening 
At Most Courses 


The downward curve of race track 
petting and attendance was accentuated 
egzain with the opening of meetings at 
Aqueduct and Narragansett Park. 

Feeling the sharpest jolt was Narragan- 
sett. The Rhode Island track, running its 
30-day meeting more than a month later 
than in 1946, showed a 29 per cent de- 
crease in attendance, a 31 per cent de- 
crease in pari-mutuel turnover. Per diem- 
per capita betting was down only 2 per 
cent. 

Aqueduct’s average daily attendance was 
«bout the same during its first six days 
as it was throughout the 18-day meeting 
last year—24,748 as-compared with 24,810. 
But the average daily pari-mutuel turnover 
was down & per cent, and per diem-pe1 
capita betting also was down 8 per cent. 

Atlantic City, which was holding a 21- 
day meeting almost twe months earlier 
than in 1946, was finding the earlier date 
less fruitful. For the first 12 days, at- 
tendance was 33 per cent below last year, 
pari-rautuel handle was 41 per cent less, 
and per diem-per capita betting was 12 
yer cent less Another 21-day meeting wi]! 
be held during July and August, when 
che resort season will be at its peak. lt 
is expected that business at the New Jer- 
sey track will show an irerease during this 
period, 

Of the 10 tracks operating, and on whieh 
figures were available, only three were 
showing gains in attendance: Hollywood 
Fark. up J] per cent; Charles Town 
up 25 per vent; and River Downs, up 51 
per cent. 

Qnly two tracks showed gains in daily 
average pari-mutuel handle: Detroit, up 
6 per cent, and River Downs. up 1.5 per 
cent. And cenly one track showed gains in 
per diem-per capita betting: Detroit, whica 
was up 29 per cent. 

All the other tracks showed decreases 


in all departments from the figures of 
1946. 


COMMISSIONER RESIGNS 


John E. Lokar, chairman of the Ohio 
State Racing Commission, resigned from 
the post on May 15, six days after being 
asked to leave office by Governor Thomas 
J. Herbert who said he had made the re- 
quest because of “disclosures in connec- 
tion with the Department of Liquor Con- 
trol” under former Governor Frank J. 
Lausche.

in January after having served as the lat- 
ter’s secretary. After Governor Lausche 
left office, his regime became the target of 
the new administration for reported whole- 
sale issuance of liquor licenses, and inves- 


tigation was reported to have linked Lokar 
as being close to the situation. 
Resignation of Mr. Lokar coincided with 
a statement from Governor Herbert that 
he advocated abolition of the four-member 
commission and substitution of one com- 
missioner with an advisory board. 


WATERSEAL 


Architects in charge of rebuilding the 
Golden Gate track for its scheduled re- 
opening September 9 are planning a 
“sealed-in” base to prevent the waterlog- 
ging which resulted in the closing of the 
oval six years ago after only five days of 
a scheduled 33-day meeting. 

The track, built at Albany, across the 
bay from San Francisco, at a cost esti- 
mated at $2,000,000, was closed February 
10, 1941, by the California Horse Racing 
Board which declared the racing strip 
unsafe. Rains had made the track so 
mushy that the horses were punching 
through the upper layer and cutting them- 


selves on the red rock subsurface. On the - 


fifth day of racing, Melody Boots fell dur- 
ing the running of the eighth race, broke 
her shoulder, and had to be destroyed. 
The new base, architects say, will pre- 
vent tidal waters from rising and at the 
same time provide for fast drainage. 


New racing secretary at the Marlboro 
race track, which opens its 10-day season 
September 13, will be Fred Burton. He 
succeeds William Shewbridge, who held 
the position last year.

Since his honorable discharge from the 
Army late in 1945, young Allen F. Brewer, 
Jr.. has worked hard at becoming an out- 
standing portrayer of Thoroughbred 
horses, has looked forward to the time 
when he could establish a studio in Ken- 
tucky. Not long ago he came to Lexing- 
ton and arranged to settle here perma- 
nently, but took time away from his ne- 
gotiations with real estate agents to make 
the cover drawing of Ben F. Whitaker’s 
Requested, standing at Spendthrift Farm. 


The name of Requested was very much 
in the news. From his first crop of nine 
registered foals (seven of them fillies) his 
first two starters are stakes winners, the 
filly Picnic Lunch and the year’s outstand- 
ing juvenile colt, My Request.

Whitaker for $1,300, won 13 races and 
$116.595, showing extreme class in nv- 
merous stakes races. 

The largest money-winning son of his 
top-class sire, he carries on a male line 
whic: hung by a thin thread until the 
emergence of Questionnaire, which is by 
Sting, by Spur, by King James, by Plaudit. 
Sire of the Kentucky Derby winner 
Plaudit was Himyar, another of whose 
sons, Domino, established one of the most 
powerful American male lines.

Helis Cashes 


Some Yearlings 


When William Helis spent $300,000 or 
more for yearlings in 1943, the year he 
made his entrance into racing, he doubt- 
less had visions of being compensated in 
satisfaction, even if not in cash. On June 
7 he got the biggest payoff of his career 
when three of his horses won three stakes 
at three different tracks. If this wasn’t 
some sort of record in American racing, 
it pleased Mr. Helis, anyhow. 

Richest of the three races won under the 
light blue silks with white cross was the 
$25,000-added New Castle Handicap at 
Delaware Park. The winner’s share, $22.,- 
200. went to the 5-year-old Helis mare 
Elpis, which the Greek owner had bought 
privately from Mrs. John D. Hertz in 1943. 
This was Helis’ freshman season as a year- 
ling buyer, and he was buying prospec- 
tive breeding stock for a prospective stud 
that has materialized into one of the largest 
in the country. 

If Elpis looked good to him as a year- 
ling, she would have appeared luscious 
had he seen her winning the New Castle 
over Rampart. Bridal Flower, Rytina, 
Sweet Caprice, Be Faithful, and other high- 
class fillies and mares. She was outrun 
early in the 1,);-mile race over a track 
that had been rained on, but she had 
enough stamina to go to the outside when 
making her move, and passed Rytina and 
Rampart in the stretch to win by two 
lengths, going away. At 108 pounds she 
was one of the low-weights of the field 
(Bridal Flower carried 125). At 22 to 1 
she was an overlooked bargain. 

Another first-class performance by a 
Helis horse was given in the Carter Handi- 
cap, when Rippey went the seven fur- 
longs in 1:23 over a sloppy track and beat 
Inroc a neck. Rippey had some help in 
this one. Tidy Bid, his stablemate, carried 
Hornbeam and Inroc in :23, :4645, and 
though he was used up doing it, he set the 
stage for Rippey’s run in the stretch, 
which put Inroc away. Gallorette, top- 
weight at 123 pounds, was third. The 
Helis entry was fifth choice in the betting 
at almost 6 to 1. Rippey earned $16,600. 

At Alantic City the last of the three 
Helis winners came down in the Absecon 
Handicap. $10,000 added, 14% miles. This 
race also was run over a sloppy track. 
Johstown lay close to Probation until the 
far turn, easily took the lead and won by 
two lengths, going away. Probation saved 
second place, Donna’s Ace was third. At 
slightly more than 2 to 1, Jobstown was 
second choice to Atomic Power, the odds- 
on favorite, which finished fourth. Jobs- 
town earned $9,050. 


Saturday, June 14, 1947 


The victories of June 7 were the first 
stakes wins of the year for each of the 
three Helis horses, though they had won 
stakes last year. Jobstown was a $23,000 
buy at the Keeneland Summer Sales of 
1945, and Rippey was bought at Meadow 
Brook in 1944 for $12,000. 

Trainer William Booth saddled Rippey; 
the other two were in the division trained 
by A. F. Skelton. Jobstown was the only 
Helis starter at Atlantic City on June 7, 
Elpis the only one at Delaware Park. Be- 
sides the entry in the Carter, Helis sent 
out Windswept at Aqueduct. This 2-year- 
old son of Valdina Orphan (a Helis horse) 
—Windblown, by Sweep, was eighth in a 
514-furlong race for maiden colts and 
geldings. 

The three Helis winners earned $51,000 
on the day. 


Gallorette is Back Again 


Gallorette, if she needed any friends af- 
ter her splendid races at New York tracks 
when she was three and four, added some 
more followers in the Queens County 
Handicap. This was the leading race on 
June 2, Aqueduct’s opening day. It 
brought out Stymie, which had been un- 
placed in the Suburban on Decoration 
Day: Coincidence, winner of the Excelsior, 
and_ others. 


Coincidence and Jockey Ted Atkinson 
had won the Excelsior by running boldly 
to the fore. making it stick. If they had 
a similar plan for the Queens County they 
reckoned without Gallorette. She lay 
close by them to the far turn, put them 
away with a quick burst of speed, took 
over the lead. Then Stymie came racing 
up with his usual withering speed. But 
this time it faded, instead of withering the 
opposition, and the chestnut horse hung 
at the wire. Gallorette, which looked as 
if she might be beaten when Stymie got 
his head in front, summoned all her 
strength and was inching away at the fin- 
ish, victress by a neck. 

The third horse was *Mangoneo, an 
Argentine import making his first stakes 
start. He got in with 104 pounds, 15 less 
than Gallorette and 24 under Stymie, made 
a blazing run in the stretch and just got 
beat for it all. 


Third in a Row 


Though William Helis dominated east- 
ern racing on June 7 by winning three 
stakes, his victories were scattered over 


three tracks. One of the races he did not 
win was the Astoria Stakes, in which C. V. 
Whitney reasserted a custom by taking it 
for the third consecutive year. 

The Whitney representative was Mack- 
inaw, daughter of the famous Whitney 
stallion *Mahmoud, sire also of Mush 
Mush, the 1945 victor, and Top Flight, 
winner in 1946. 

Spats and Grey Flight opened the race 
with a head-and-head duel to the top of 
the stretch. It seemed as if the issue might 
lie between them, but Mackinaw, whievh 
had been moving up, rushed past and won 
going away by nearly a length. Spats 
held on for second; Grey Flight, another 
*Mahmoud filly, was third by 314 lengths. 
The time of 1:05245 in the slop was only 
three-fifths slower than Apache’s track 
record. 


Numbers Game 


Two of the three noses at the wire in 


the Polly Drummond Stakes at Delaware. 


Park on June 4 had an unusual signifi- 
cance for Thoroughbred breeders. Had 
the decision gone to the *Mahmoud filly 
Dusty Legs, she would have been her 
sire’s seventeenth U. S. stakes winner. 
Instead the race was won by What’s New, 
a daughter of *Blenheim 2nd, another 
imported English stallion. This gave him 
his twenty-fifth stakes winner in this coun- 
try. Running faster than these two at the 
finish was Red Risque, beaten two heads 
after encountering trouble in the race. 
Had she found racing room a little sooner 
she probably would have won, but the 
breeding scorecard would have remained 
unchanged, since she also is a daughter of 
*Blenheim 2nd. Three days later Mack- 
inaw, another daughter of *Mahmoud, 
tallied stakes victory No. 17 for her sire 
by winning the Astoria Stakes. 

What’s New took a slight lead over 
Elastic at the head of the stretch, held it 
to win over Dusty Legs, which came up 
fast. But faster than either of them in 
the last sixteenth was Red Risque, which 
was blocked, finally had to go to the out- 
side, got beat. 


Atkinson and Blue Border 


Jockey Ted Atkinson, whose imprint the 
Shevlin Stake bears because he won it 
in 1943, 1944, and 1945 (he had no mount 
in the race last year), will remember the 
latest renewal for quite a while. Aboard 
the Greentree Stable’s Blue Border, he had 
to use his utmost in horsemanship to pre- 
vent the colt from bearing in on Uncle 
Remus, which he got up to beat by a head. 

Only three horses showed up for the 
Shevlin. Eight had been named overnight, 
but Brabancon, Jobstown and Aristos were 
withdrawn in the morning and Donor and 
Better Value were scratched after the pro- 
grams had been printed. Uncle Remus 
held the lead to the head of the stretch,

Part of Dixiana 
Finds New Owners 


For some while there had been rumors 
that Charles T. Fisher intended to sell all 
or part of his Dixiana establishment on 
the Russell Cave pike. seven miles north 
of Lexington. Around Derby time the 
rumors swelled and it seemed that an 
announcement might be expected, but not 
until June 5, more than a month later, 
did the story break officially. 

At that time Mr. Fisher announced 1) 
that he had sold to Royce G. Martin, of 
Toledo, Ohio, a 380-acre tract of land; 2) 
that he had sold a 70-acre piece to Leslie 
Combs 2nd; 3) that he planned to sell at 
auction about 20 saddle horses, with the 
intention of withdrawing from that side of 
the horse business; and 4) that he would 
continue to breed and race Thorough- 
breds. 

The portion of Dixiana bought by Mr. 
Martin has on it a mile training track, a 
44-stall training barn and several other 
barns, paddocks, and two houses. One of 
these is a large, 100-year-old, colonial- 
style brick residence that has been occu- 
pied by Ercel F. Ellis, Dixiana manager. 
The land faces the Russell Cave pike at its 
intersection with the Huffman’s Mill road, 
leading to Man o’ War’s home. 

The 70 acres bought by Mr. Combs lies 
along the Iron Works Road, opposite his 
Spendthrift farm. On it are a house and 
three barns. Date on which the new own- 
ers get possession was not stated. 

In the portion of Dixiana retained by 
Mr. Fisher is about 350 acres, bought by

him in 1928 from the estate of James Cox 
Brady. It includes the main residence, 
overlooking the famous North Elkhorn 
creek which flows through the property, 
six barns, and other appurtenances of a 
breeding farm.

In the Dixiana racing stable, which will 
be continued. are about 20 head at Wash- 
ington Park, trained by Jack Hodgins, and 
about 14 head at Detroit, trained by Leon- 
ard Hale.

Thoroughbreds on the farm are the stal- 
lion Sweep All and about 25 broodmares, 
including Mata Hari, Far Star, Tootsie- 
cake, Miss Toro, the dams of stakes 
winners. 

Dixiana, as a Thoroughbred breeding es- 


tablishment, was founded in the last cen- 
tury by Major Barak G. Thomas who 
named it after Dixie, his favorite race 
mare. Himyar stood there, Domino was 
foaled there. *Epinard made his first 
American stud season there. Most recent 
star of the many horses bred there is Spy 
Song, son of Mata Hari. 

Under the Fisher ownership the farm 
also has been noted for its fine saddle 
horses. King Genius, Night Flower, Beau 
Wolf, Royal Entertainer, and Buccaneer 
are among the outstanding show animals 
which have represented Dixiana. Many 
of them were shown by Miss Mary Vir- 
ginia Fisher.

MILAN 
On the evening of Friday, May 16, a 
four-engined Dakota freight plane owned 
by the Seaboard and Western Airline took 
off from the Forlanini airport at Milan 
carrying four Thoroughbreds, the first 
Italian horses to be shipped by air. They 
were Gladiolo, Teramo, and Torero, all 
horses in training, which Rex Ellsworth 
of Safford, Ariz., bought last October from 
the Razza del Soldo. and the stallion Sirte, 
which Walter J. Salmon bought in April 
from a syndicate. Sirte also was bred by 
the Razza del Soldo. 

The animals were to be in charge of 
Cliff Smouse, of Lexington, during the 
flight. The horses in training had been 
under the supervision of Federico Regoli, 
manager of the Razza del Soldo. 

Loading operations lasted just three 
hours from the time the horses were led 
onto a van at the stable area to the mo- 
ment the plane was ready to take off. Only 
Sirte showed any great amount of nervous- 
He became excited when he reached 
the top of the loading ramp and had to 
be backed into the plane. The aircraft 
was equipped with two sets of stalls.

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A Memorable Day: First Horses 
Leave Italy by Air for the U.S. 


Torero and Gladiolo occupied the front 
pair, and Teramo and Sirte the second 
pair. After the horses were placed in 
their stalls they became perfectly quiet, 
and munched hay until take-off time. 

Because mechanical elevators are not 
available at the Milan airport, the horses 
were led aboard the plane on a wide ramp 
about sixty feet long. The ramp was con- 
structed from iron pipes on which planks 
were laid. The ramp took the best part 
of a day to build, and it proved highly 
satisfactory. Gladiolo, Teramo, and To- 
rero walked up it with much less fuss than 
they had showed in boarding the van. 

The plane was expected to stop at Ire- 
land and Newfoundland before touching 
at Newark. Sirte was to go from there to 
Mereworth Farm, and the others to 
Arizona. 


Eight Months—and Three Hours 


It had taken eight months to arrange to 
ship Gladiolo, Italy’s top 3-year-old of 
1946, and his stablemates Torero and Ter- 
amo, to the United States, but once the 
details had been finished, it was only three

hours from the time they left the stable 
until they were soaring over the San Siro 
track, bound for Ireland, Newfoundland, 
and the U. S. 

During those eight months other Italian 
horses had become available for export to 
America. The mare Eia!, who might have 
joined the flight, had been shipped by rail 
to England lest she miss the breeding sea- 
son. Carroll Brell, an official of the Sea- 
board and Western Airline, estimated that 
there was ample room for six horses, 
though to me the plane looked big enough 
for seven or eight. 

The four horses in this consignment 
were an illustrious lot. They had ac- 
counted for a Derby, a St. Leger, two of 
Milan’s Grand Prix, and a half-dozen other 
big stakes. Teramo had won at the sprint- 
ing distance of five furlongs; Torero had 
won at 214 miles. Four outstanding Ital- 
ian sires were represented: Navarro, *Or- 
tello, Pilade, and El Greco. The tail- 


Transatlantic 


The development of international 
racing depends largely upon the de- 
velopment of long-distance flying of 
horses, and such flying is still in the 
exploratory stage, working toward 
standardization of equipment and 
routine. 

In the accumulation of data on the 
flying of horses THe Broop-Horse 
has presented several previous case 
reports. 

Herewith it gives two accounts of 
the first air shipment of horses from 
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female lines of the horses were top grade.

The 
atmosphere attending the first air ship- 
ment of horses from Italy was so exciting 
for the Razza del Soldo people and for 
Trainer Federico Regoli that when the 
door of the plane was shut and the ship 
began to roll down the field, everyone 
wept. Roberto Francia, Gladiolo’s long- 
time groom, tried in vain to dry his tears 
with a huge handkerchief. As for myself,

Horses Rode “Like Veterans’ 


The following account of the flight 
of four horses from Italy, paraphrased 
freely, is condensed from the oral nar- 
rative given by Cliff Smouse after his 
return to Lexington. Smouse is an 
all-round horseman of varied experi- 
ence who took the job of bringing the 
four horses from Italy “because I see 
a future in this kind of thing.” 


When Mr. Estes asked me to fly to Italy 
and bring some horses from there by plane 
I jumped at the chance. This is right 
down my alley. I scared up a passport as 
fast as | could—which isn’t too fast—and 
waited for instructions. When they came 
through I lit out for New York and went 
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Flight Report 


Italy to the United States, one from 
its Italian correspondent, who aided 
in making the arrangements, the 
other from the attendant in charge of 
the horses. 

Except for the aged stallion *Or- 
tello, which died in April in Califor- 
nia, the shipment represented the first _ 
importation of bloodstock from Italy. 
The three horses bought by Rex C. 
Ellsworth, of Safford, Ariz., were the 
first brought from Italy to this coun- 
try for racing purposes. 
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to work getting visas and some of those 
countries took a dim view of me going in 
there to eat up their food... . 

In New York I got in touch with Ray 
Norden, president of Seaboard and West- 
ern Airlines. This outfit has set up 
a pretty good business flying stuff across 
the ocean. It was organized by five Amer- 
icans who were in the R. A. F. before we 
got into the war. They have five planes. 
The contract for the job had been sub-let 
to them by an outfit called Air-Con, which 
had the contract but didn’t have the 
planes. The plane we went on was mak- 
ing its first trip across; it was a four-mo- 
tored job, a DC-4, Army surplus. Like 
Steve Canyon’s. 

They had taken somebody’s specifica- 
tions and built stalls for four horses. There 
were two stalls up front, and two behind. 
You could walk all around the four, or 
you could go between the front two and 
the hind two. Each pair of stalls was 
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built adjoining; that is, you couldn’t walk 
between the horses that would be in two 
hind stalls. They had done a smart thing 
by putting up a partition so that one horse 
couldn’t reach over and bite a piece out 
of the one beside him. 


Pre-Flight Precautions 


I took a dim view of the way they had 
the stalls built. The sides of the stalls 
came up to about the right height, well 
up against the ribs. But there was no 
board in front or behind, and the things 
were put together with iron pipes and the 
cross-piece of this pipe was all there was 
at the back of the stalls, and you know 
what that would do to a horse’s hocks. 


So I got busy and put some boards in 
front and back to keep them from paw- 
ing and kicking. Then. in Milan, before 
we took off I ran out and got some of the 
thick lumber out of the loading platform 
they were tearing down. and nailed these 
heavy boards in front of the horses and 
behind them so they would have something 
to rest their weight up against. 

I got some rope to take with me, and 
on the way over I tied it into hay nets to 
use on the way back. I made the holes 
small, so the horses would have to do a 


little extra work in getting the hay out. I 
thought the more they had their mind on 
something innocent like eating the less 
devilment they'd get into. 

We didn’t take any slings to put under 
the horses; they would irritate them too 
much. I did have some surcingles Mr. 
Regoli gave me, and used them, just in 
case any of the horses took a notion to 
stand on his hind legs. 

Next time I make a trip like this I think 
I'll take some hay along—what you get 
in this country is better. I think it would 
be a good idea to take along some G. I. 
water cans (the G. I’s called them Jerry 
cans). about, three of them. They hold 
about 15 gallons. I didn’t know until I 
started back how much water I was going 
to have to carry every time we came down. 

There was a crew of seven, all fine boys 
—two pilots, two radio men, a navigator, a 
flight engineer and captain. Officially I 
was the purser. Roy Norden went along, 
and their public relations man, Carroll. 
Brell. They loaded on an extra motor, a 
brand new one, and dropped it at Shan- 
non (Ireland), for a possible emergency. 

We left Newark airport at 2:30 a. m. 
Friday, May 9, and got to Gander, in New- 
foundland, in about five hours, stopped 
there about two hours and took off across 
the ocean. It was good flying, level as a 
floor. Took about 8% hours to Shannon. 
We got in there somewhere around mid- 
night, and had something to eat and about 
dawn we lit out for Amsterdam. The 
boys had to drop some cargo there. We 


went up to about 8,000 feet but had to 
come in right over the heads of the cows. 


A special ramp was built at the Milan airport so the horses could be led onto the 


four-engined plane. 


Teramo, third horse to be loaded, walked cautiously up the in- 


cline. After the four Thoroughbreds were aboard the plane, the ramp was partly dis- 
mantled so the ship could take off on its flight to the U. S.. The long European twilight 
was settling over the field as Teramo started up the ramp. (Photo by Perrucci, Milan.) 
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Got in about 9 a.m., and stayed there 
until the morning of Tuesday, May 12. 
Then we went over to Brussells. We 
were really covering territory. They still 
had shell holes around the landing strip, 
and over to one side I saw a lot of “collab- 
orators” at work tearing down the bomb 
shelters they had made the Belgians build 
for them, I guess. They had little old 
hammers and crowbars and things like 
that trying to tear down concrete walls 
that must have been ten feet thick, and I 
guess itll take “em quite some time to 
get it over with. 

After unloading some freight we flew 
down to Milan by way of Lyons. Went 
that way to get over the Alps in a low 
place. We were about 14,000 feet up and 
missing these big black rocks about 1.500 
feet. Yeah, I guess it was beautiful. if 
you don’t mind those things pointing 
right at you. 

They set me down in Milan about 2:30 
in the afternoon and the plane and crew 
and all of them went off to Geneva, where 
they had some business, and left me stand- 
ing there as lonesome as a bird and no- 
body around but Italians to talk to and I 
don’t know word one. 

Time out for Signor Smouse to 
learn word one, find hotel space, go 
racing at San Siro with Franco Var- 
ola, visit the training stable of Feder- 
ico Regoli (“Now, there’s a man with 


his neck. (Hollywood Park photo.)

class”), and so on, until the plane got 
back to Milan.—Epb. 


One trouble about these planes is that 
the doors are so far above the ground. 
On this one it’s about ten feet high and 
they build a platform about sixty feet, 
long and seven feet wide leading up to it. 
Then, after the horses were loaded, they 
had to tear the platform down before the 
plane could be moved. 

I didn’t have to worry about the papers, 
the registration certificate, veterinary cer- 
tificate, and bill of lading. Varola handled 
all that. 

The plane has a metal bottom. To give 
the horses firm footing we put into each 
stall first a sheet of tar paper, then a rub- 
ber mat, then a cocoa mat, then dumped in 
sawdust—no straw. 


ing me with a lot of shenanigans. When 
-ach one came in I had the hay net hang- 
ing right in front of him, packed as tight 
as I could get it. Soon as one would get 
in his stall he’d start going after that hay, 
‘and he didn’t think of nothing else. 
‘ The door to the plane was about 17 
hands and Teramo was about 17 hands, 
but he went in all right. Went under like 
a pig going under a fence. But Sirte was 
even bigger, and his withers were too 
high. I turned him around and backed 
him in the door as far as he would go 
and kinda spooked him and he squatted 
a little and I had him in there before he 
knew it. 

The horses were hot and kind of worked 
up when they came up in the vans, but 
they quieted down on the plane and went 
to work digging at the hay, and were all 
cooled off before we left. We had started 
loading after 3 p. m. Friday and had them 
all in in about two hours. Then they had 
to tear down the platform. 

We got away about 8 o’clock at night. 
Mr. Regoli had sent along plenty of help 
from his stable and the men had done a 
good job getting the horses in, and just 
before they closed the door I dug down 
and got all the cigarettes I had left—about 
ten packs—and took ’em and threw ’em 
out to the man, and did they go for ’em! 

When we started our take-off run the 
horses braced themselves just like they 
knew all about flying, and as soon as we 
were in the air they relaxed and went on 
back to the hay business. I took hold of 
the heads of Sirte and Teramo, in the rear 
stalls, and the radioman, who was a for- 
mer cavalryman, got the heads of the 
other two. But there was no difficulty of 
any kind. 

We went back over the Alps the same 
way we came at about 14,000 feet, with 
the horses riding nothing but good. They 
just kept on chewing. I never saw any 
evidence of effect of altitude. There were 
some blankets, but I never needed to use 
them. The crew would want to turn on 
the heat, they were afraid the horses would 
get cold, but I would say no, I was afraid 
they would get warm. 

In five or six hours we were in Shan- 
non. By this time, with all that Z-time 
and Greenwich time and daylight saving 
and 1800 hours and all that I didn’t know 
what day it was. When we came in for a 
landing, as soon as we got close to the 
ground, the horses picked up their ears 
and nickered. and braced themselves. 
They did that every time. 

We were at Shannon only about an hour 
and a half and then went out over the 
pond. We hit a big headwind and had to 
go way up north, within about a hundred 
miles of Iceland. But it was very smooth. 
This time it took us about 12 hours. 

We stopped at Gander and I had to 
spend most of my time there carrying wa 
ter. They just soaked it up. I filled up 
the hay nets again—they emptied ’em

backs removable, so we could lead the 
first horse, Torero—he’s a quick-looking 
iittle horse—through the rear stall on the 
left into the front stall on the left and 
fasten him in. Then Gladiolo came in— 
now, that’s a real horse, I like him, and 
smart. too—and was put beside Torero. 

I had asked Mr. Regoli not to feed the 
horses the day we loaded them. I wanted

Sudden Decision 


When the plane returned on May 14, 
Mr. Brell wanted to load the horses within 
a few hours and get started for the U. S., 
but he is an airman and has only a con- 
fused idea about horses. He gave up the 
idea of leaving at once when I brought 
out that a loading platform had to be con- 
structed, and that the plane had to stay 
there so the platform could be built be- 
side it. But it worked out all right and 


we built the platform, a day’s work for a 
crew of about 40 men. 

We had decided to ship the horses on 
May 17, but at noon 


Saturday morning.

Friday Mr. Brell announced that he was 
going to leave that night. This time I had 
no countering arguments, so we literally 
flew to the stable area and arranged to 
move the horses to the airport early in 
the afternoon. Sirte had been shipped 
from Rome the week before and seemed 
to have forgotten everything about mares, 
but he remembered being a stallion when 
lhe reached the door of the plane. We had 
one or two moments of real trouble with 
him. but luckily everything ended well. 


The three Ellsworth colts didn’t seem 
et all surprised at the plane or the loading 
ramp. They walked up quietly, looked 
around. and decided to enter the door. 
Jeramo was quite reasonable, and I think 
Mr. Ellsworth should give him a double 
ration of carrots for his good behavior, 
and the way he set an example for the 
cther horses. He was put in the first stall 
on the left. with Gladiolo next to him. 
They had rope racks full of hay, and be- 
gan eating like they were at home.

Of this quartet only 
Mighty Story is still racing, and he is 
doing it successfully. His most recent vic- 
tory—and first stakes triumph of the year 
—came in the 1%-mile Lincoln Handicap 
at Lincoln Fields-at-Hawthorne. Douglas 
Dodson, the Calumet Farm contract rider, 
took him out in front at the break, rated 
him effectively to the stretch, had enough 
left to send him off from the late-bidded 
Superwolf and win by 3% lengths. 


The $11,725 earned in the race brought 
his winnings to $109,455 in three seasons, 
made him the third winner of $100,000 for 
*Mahmoud and the second for his breed- 
er, Henry H. Knight. Owning a winner of

ing sewing machine, lightning rod and 
book agents to keep out—the place was 
owned successively by Jacob S. Coxey, 
Major Thomas J. Carson, James B. Hag- 
gin, and James Cox Brady. 

it was Mr. Brady who was responsible 
for much of the beautiful planting and 
other improvements that have made the 
farm a favorite visiting place for tourists.

CASSIS RETIRED 


For the better part of the last four 
years breeders and dealers in various sec- 
tions of the country have been making 
occasional inquiries as to the possibility 
of purchasing Deering Howe’s Cassis for 
stud duty. But Cassis, one of the fastest 
sons of *Bull Dog, kept on going, and 
last year he won enough in stakes and 
purses to put him on the list of $100,000 
winners. 

At the recent Belmont Park meeting 
he began his seventh season of racing, but 


after two starts (the second in the Rose- 
ben Handicap of May 21), Trainer Pres- 
ton M. Burch decided the old horse had 
lost his zip. Mr. Howe, ignoring the sev- 
eral standing offers for the horse, ordered 
him sent at once to the Merryland Farm 
of Danny Shea at Hyde, Md. 

Mr. Shea immediately advertised him 
for the 1947 season at $350, with return 
privilege. 

Cassis, foaled May 4, 1939, bred by 
Audley Farm, is a brown horse by *Bull 
Dog out of Gay Knightess (sister to the 
top-class but sterile Gallant Knight), by 
*Bright Knight out of the good race mare 
Ethel Gray, by Hessian. At the Audley 
dispersal in the fall of 1939 he was sold 
for $3,100 to the Howe Stable, then owned 
jointly by Deering Howe and his father, 
the late Richard Howe, who died in 1943. 

A star at the shorter distances, he was 
a stakes winner at two, three, four, five, 
and seven. In 86 starts he won 20 races 
and earned $101,382.

Last spring George Krehbiel, Turf ed- 
itor of the Detroit News, and his brother, 
former Judge Franklin Krehbiel, of Day- 
ton, Ohio, joined forces and bought a farm 
in Jessamine County, not far from Lex- 
ington.

“but we'll send her to the farm and turn 
her out.” 

“T think that filly is in foal,” reported 
Franklin Krehbiel, after Leewayne had 
been at the farm for a while. “Impossi- 
ble,” insisted George.

Earlier this year a motorist halted by 
Lexington police for failing to observe a 
stop sign turned out to be an escaped 
German prisoner of war who had been 
working at race tracks and horse farms 
during his 16 or so months of freedom. 

At Louisville on April 28 police stopped 
an automobile for making an improper 
turn, found it to be a mobile radio station 
allegedly used for “past-posting” hand- 
books at Louisville and Jeffersonville, Ind. 
Arrested was John A. Campbell, 53, of 
Miami, Fla., on charges of vagrancy and 
failure to register as an ex-convict. Fined 
$10 on each of the charges, Campbell 
dropped from sight before police could 
complete their investigation. 

As related by Chief of Police Carl E. 
Heustis, Campbell and his confederates 
would flash race results from inside the 
track to the automobile, which would be 
parked near a handbook. The informa- 
tion in turn would be radioed to another 
member of the group, generally a woman 
with a receiving set concealed in a large 
handbag. A bet then would be placed on 
the winning horse. 

Heustis said the handbook operators 
usually would not get the results via tele- 
type or telephone until several minutes 
after the gang had received them by radio. 


The same group, the police chief said, was 
suspected of having won $10,000 from a 
Jeffersonville bookmaker last year. “I 
don’t care how much they take from the 
handbook operators,” Heustis was quoted, 
“because handbooks are illegal anyway. 
But I do object to stealing from thieves 
because that starts trouble and we don't 
want any shootings in Louisville.” 


Shipped to France 


A note from the Revue des Eleveurs in 
Paris to THe Btoop-Horse states that 
Ralph Beaver Strassburger is the first 
American to send horses from the United 
States to France since the war. Fourteen 
horses are being shipped, ten of them to 
his Haras des Monceaux.
